MAJORITY. FAVORS PROJECT

Matter Will Now Be Presented
to Civizens at Mass Meotings
and Definite Action Taken
at That Time.

The seawall proposal is back whence
it came. TYesterday the committee ap-
pointed to canvass sentiment turned
over to President James W. Welch of
the Chamber of Commerce all of the

Mmmthln.MIt
Is now up to the chamber to take fur-
ther action. The proposition will be
called up for action at the meeting of
the chamber to be held Monday night
and some decision arrived at.

A majority of the properly owners
in the district affected by the proposed
improvement favor the seawall, and are
willing to bear thelr respective pore
tions of the expense of constructing It
A very small percentage of all of the
property owners—about 3% per cent—
appose the expenditure of the money
necessary to give the city a permanent
waterfront, and a few others are non-
committal. About 40 per cent of the
interested parties falled to make writ-
ten reply to the committes’s letter, and
there is no record of thelr sentiment.

"“The whole proposal is now up to
the Chamber of Commerce,” sald Frank
L. Parker yesterday. “The committee
exhausted every means at its disposal
to secure an expression from all of the
interested land owners, and at a meet-
ing determined to Jay before the cham-
ber its lete report. All of the
written replies recelved to our letter
bave been forwarded to President
Welch, and it rests with the chamber
to take such further action as may be
deemed advisable. 1 presume it will
now t:e in order to call another mass
meeting of citizens and decide upon
the future course of actlon.”

" Mr, Parker was asked whether or
not & majority of the property owners
favored the improvement,

“We have received written replies
from about 60 per cent of the people
affected,” he replled. “Of this 60 per
vent, those opposed constitute about 6
per cent, whereas the opposers are but
3% per cent of all of the lund owners
in the district. We have the signatures
of more than 50 per cent of the land
owners in favor of the seawall
Whether or not this representittion will
be sufficlent to undertake the work Is
a question for the property owners
themselves to declde”

Mr. Parker went on to say that he
had not lost faith in the feasibility of
the project. He stated that the seawnll
could be built without imposing any
great burden on any of the propéerty
owners, and that the Iimprovement
would so enhance property values that
the interested ones would almost im-
mediately get back their money. The
committee put In four months’ work
on the proposal and feels that it has
done its duty. It is now up to the
property owners to act,

Not Enough Men Stationed at

PUSH CLUB TAKES UP MATTER

Appoints Committee to Conler
With Senator Fulton and In-
struct Secretary to Write

Oregon Delegation.

At last night's meeting of the Push
Club the matter of securing a greater
complement of men for Fort Blevens
was brought up and discussed at
length. It appeared from the statement
made at the meeling that the poat is
very short of men, ana tnat there are

now there only about one-fourth of the
soldiers which are really necessary to
bhandle the guns In the emplacements.
The present force at Fort Stevens
consists of 218 men, Those men han-
dle meven of the guns. In all there are
20 guns that ought to be In commis-
alon, but on account of the short force
13 are not avallable for service.

It was stated last night that Fort
Btevens should have 800 men to han-
dle the guns In the emplacements, and
that the force Is almost 600 short of
what it should be, This Is regarded
us rather a serious conditlon of affalrs,
and the Push Club took official cog-
nigance of the maltter last night.
After discussing the matter at length,
the club Instructed the secretary to
communicate with the Oregon delegn-
tion regarding the proposal, and F., L.
Parker was named as chalrman of
committee that will walt upon SBenator
Fulton and present the views of the
club toe him. The committee is to be
made up of five members, who will be
chosen later by Mr. Parker. The club
hopes through the Oregon congres-
slonal delegation to Induce the depart-
ment to send full representation here,
It was stated last night that Fort
Stevens was not the only Columbla
river post which Is short of men, but
that Columbia and Canby are also
below the standard so far s the num-
erical strength of the force Is con-
cerned.

Bt. Louls, June 21.—With the great-
eat parade of tribal people of the far
east which the United Btates hoas ever
witnessed, the Philippine exposition at
the world's fair was formally opened
to the public In Its entirety jast Sat-
urday, and was at the same time ten-
dered by Dr. W. P, Wilson, chairman
of the Philipplne exposition board, to
Colonel Clarence R. Edwards, chlef of
Insular affairs of the war department.
Colonel Edwards, who as General
Lawton's adjutant was with the latter
at the time of his tragle death In the
Philippines, after receiving for the
war department the great expouitlor;
of the territory which he helped to
win for the United Btates, fn turn
committed it to the keeping of Presi-
dent Francis of the Loulstana Pur-
chase exposition,

The exercises Baturday took place
from the grandstand, which is belng
erected on the large parade grounds of
the Phillppine constabulary, and seats
and benches will provide for an audi-
ence of 3000, From this stand Colonel
Edwards will' review the panorama of
native life, realizing for the first time

THE CZAR'S PRIVATE LIFE.

Mas 30000 Servants and a Salary of
$4,800,000 a Year,

George Welse, in July Success,
The czar earns m bigger salury than
any other man In the world, for the

publie exchequer of kie country pays
him the sum of $4,800.000 per annum
for acting as managing director of the
Russian empire, with its area of 8,000,-
000 square miles and its population of
130,000,000 persons. But, conaldering
the erushing welght of care and reapon-
sibllity which he bears on his shoul-
ders, his remuneration, high as it Is,
does not appear excessive, His salary
is pald him In monthly Installments
of 3400000 each, which are sent to him
by a speclal messenger from the treas-
ury bulldings in the form of a check
on the Nationnl Bank of Russia, just
as an office clerk recelves his monthly
wages; with the difference, however,
‘that the cear's talent and Industry ex-
erclse no Influence on his payment.
At the same time he la expected to
maintain a certain standard of llving
which he would be unable to do In
the style required of him If he dld
not posseas a private Income three or
four times as big as his oficial salary.

He Ia the owner of over 100 estates,

F ruit

all of which supply him with private
revenues, but he in wlso the possessor
of 100 palaces and castles, which have
ta be maintained In fmperial style at
i great expense to thelr owner. He han
more servanis than anyons olse In
the world, for & veritable nrmy of over
40,000 domesties, cooks, pages, butlers,
grooms, gurdeners and so forth Is eme-
He
ponsesnes over 40 residences which he

ployed on his 100 or more estitos,

has never seen, o score of homes which
he hun viewed externally, but never In-
habited, even for one nlght, and an-
other score In ouch of which he has
plept on only one occasion. His prl-
ville stubles contaln over 8000 horses
belonging to him, and the herds of
cattle feeding on hin own Iands nre
estimated to number over 50,000 head.
His wealth In enormous, yet there s
no doubt that he extracts very littie
pleasure out of his life of perpetual
toll and worry,

He habltunlly rises at 8 and euts a
characteristically English breakfast of
ham and eggs, bread and butter with
marmalide specially and privately pre-
pared for him, and tea. Thin predilec«
tlon for English manners and customs
s common to both the caur and caarinm,
for both like Engllsh fare best, prefer
using English thelr
maother tongues, and are agreed upon
the necessity of educating thelr chil-
dren  according English methods,
Immediately after breakfast the ezar
begine to smoke some of the henviest
brands of Havana elgars, which he
continues to puff almost continuounly
til bedtime, notwithstanding the fact
that his doctors have warned him
aguln and agaln that excessive indul-
genoe In this habit Is exposing him
to the worst dangers of nlcotine pols-
oning. By 7 o'clock In the morning he
is at his desk, perusing an enormous
henp of state documents ment to the
palace for his Inspection. The varlety
of subjects with which he I called
upon to deal la astonlshing, for he |u
not merely the emperor, but also the
father of his people. No order or in-
struction or communlcation of any
kind can be dispatched from any min-
istry or state office In 8t Petersburg
to local or subordinate authorities un-
less It bears the signature of the czar,
indicating his assent and approval,
Every communleation sent from the
ministry of war to the representative
officers commanding several hundred
garrisons throughout the Russlan em-
pire, every dispatch ment to the cap-
tains of Russian warships all over the
